Up to this writing the company declines to recognize a union. 
The company is trying to throw the dispute into the hands of the 
State Public Utilities Commission. which has jurisdiction over ita fi- 
nances and service. However the commission cannot act except upon 
written request by both parties and the strikers prefer to Cees with 
Mayor Kiel or the Federal Arbttrator, Patrick H. Gil. 

The company’s directors meet today. This meeting may possibly 
modify the situation.

300 UR SHOPMEN: 
FAIL TO SHOW UP 


Strike of Some in Sympathy 
With Car Crews Admitted 
by Master Mechanic.

About 300 of the 600 mechanics 
and laborers employed at the United 
Railways shops at Thirty-ninth street 


and Park avenue failed to report for 
work this morning. 

That part. of the number have quit 
work in sympathy with the sttiking 
mnotormen and conductors was con- 
ceded to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
Michael O’Brien, master mechanic of 
the plant. But he sald he believed 
the majority of those missing are 
men living so far away from the 
shops that they were unable to get 
there today. 

Supt. Cameron said he thought 
they were merely staying away be- 
cause there was nothing for them to 
do, and that they were not on strike. 

Forty of the 1565 “pit men” em- 
ployed at the shops, in repair work 
under the cars, failed to appear. It 
was not learned whether they had 
joined the strike.

McCulloch was quoted yesterday by 
Father Timdthy Dempséy as saying 
that he would be willing to have 
s0me of the company’s employes 
members of the union if nonmembers 
also could be employed. McCulloch, 
on learning of Father Dempsey’s 
statement, said the clergyman had 
misunderstood him, and declined to

McCulloch was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter whether he had 
learned of Attorney Anderson’s state- 
ment that the men were willing to 
zo. back to work on an hour’s notice 
and arbitrate all their demands ex- 
cept unionism and reinstatement. 
“T haven't seen Mr. Anderson's state- 
ment,” he replied hurriedly, and 
when it was suggested that he read 
two paragraphs of it he said: “I’ve 
no, time to read anything.

Mortimer’s Statement. 


Mortimer, after his arrival, gave 
out a typewritten statement saying 
that he and the North American Co.

His state- 
ment in full was: ° 

“My trip to St. Louis was in no 
way occasioned by the stopping of 
operations of the street railway lines 
_of the United Railways Co. Neither 
the company which I represent nor 
1, individually, have anything to do 
with the operations of the United 
Railways Co. My views on wages of 
public utility employes are _ well 
known. The wages paid by public 
utilities are entirely a question for 
the patrons and customers of the 
utflities to determine, because, in the 
long run, the public pays the wages 
and the investors get only a reason- 
able return on the fair value of their 
investment. Recognizing this fact, I 
have been an advocate of high wages 
and liberal working conditions for 
sireet railway employes.” 

A spokesman of the company an- 
nounced last evening that McCulloch 
had no power to make substantial 
concessions to the strikers without 
authority from Mortimer and Beggs, 
representing the North American Co. 
This was in line with McCulloch's

Packed Jitneys on Every 
Hand but Thousands Walk 


“Water Wagon” and Funeral Vault Van in 


Nondescript Vehicle Parade--City Runs 
Park Busses at 5-Cent Fare. 


For the first time.in 18 years many 
thousands of St. Louisans went to 
their homes last night without hang- 
ing on street car straps. Although 


jitneys of every conceivable type 
were in operation on a “cash and 
carry” basis, the moving throngs on 


the sidewalks indicated that at least | 


50 per cent of the city’s workers pre- 
ferred the healthful exercise of walk- 
ing. This was especially true as to 
women employes in many downtown 
stores and offices. 

Although most of the automobiles 
and trucks of St. Louis, supplemented 
by others from ._East St. Louis and 
St. County, were in the passenger- 
carrying trade, they were not equal 
to the “rush hour” demand. Walk- 
ing was the choice of some, but the 
necessity of many more. 

Congestion at Record Height. 


It was the first real test of the jit- 
ney as a substitute for street car 
service. It also afforded a striking 
demonstration of how the city has 
grown, both in extent and popula- 
tion since the street car strike of 
1900, when the passenger traffic 
was handled fairly well with horse- 
drawn vehicles. 

No such congestion was ever be- 
fore seen here as that which existed 
in the downtown streets and on the 
main automobile thoroughfares of 
the city between 5 and 7 p. m. yes- 
terday. All traffic regulations were 
swept aside. 

With the street cars eliminated 
from the transportation field, all 
rights of way belonged to the auto- 
mobiles. They jammed the streets 
and blocked crossings at will. Any 
vacant space that it was possible to 
worm into was fair ground for a jit- 
ney. 

Any Means to Get Home. 

The congestion at the going-home 
hour was greatest in the department 
store and retail district along Wash- 
ington avenue, from Ninth street to 
Third street. All the crossing spaces 
were filled with waiting jitneys in 
close formation. 

Everv.type of machine was pressed 
into service, and in at least one in- 
stance observed by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter a motor cyclist collected a 
quarter for carrying a passenger 
home in his side car. 

Superstitious qualms did not pre- 
vent 20 home-goers from climbing 
into a large truck at Broadway and 
Washington avenue, though it car- 
ried on its sides an advertisement for 
the last thing anyone would want— 
“The most modern buria! vault.’ 
Delivery Truck a “Water Wagon.” 

‘A delivery truck with rough board 
the words 
“Water Wagon” chalked on its sides. 
It was quickly filled. The driver 
explained the sign by saying it meant 
that “he would carry folks home, but 
wouldn’t stop at no saloons for no- 
body.” His passengers straightway 
christened him “Billy Sunday,” a 
nickname which probably will outlast 
the strike. 

It was noticeable that there was a 
greater demand for cross-town jit- 
neys than for those running. to the 


' Pacific, 


West End and the _ proportion of 
walkers on Broadway was smaller 
than on Washington avenue and on 
Olive street, where the sidewalks 
were thronged with pedestrians, 
westward bound. 

Some of the walkers living in the 
northwest and southwest part of the 
city took crosstown jitneys at Grand 
avenue, on which the congestion was 
nearly as great as at Broadway. This 
was most noticeable in the neighbor- 
hood of Grand avenue and Olive 
street. 

The cold weather robbed the nov: 
elty of jitney riding of the charm 
which usually attends new $ experi- 
ences. There was not the cheerful 
acceptance of the situation which 
might have been in evidence on a 
pleasant afternoon in spring. It was 
rather a grim business, waitme in 
the open for a chance to crow: into 
an already overcrowded jitney, and 
this was only the prelude to the fur- 
ther discomfort of riding 40 or 50 
blocks in an open or flimsily topped 
machine. 

The average price for jitney trans- 
portation to Vandeventer avenue on 
the west or to Chippewa street on the 
south was 25 cents, although some 
southbound drivers charged only 15 
cents. ; 

Several large business corporations 
got into the game and made extra 
revenue by using vehicles usually idle 
in the winter. Hundreds of St. Lou- 
isans rode home in moving vans or 
in ice wagons. 

All of Hotels Crowded. 

All of the St. Louis hotels were 
crowded last night. At the close of 
the first business day of the strike 
it was apparent that the jitney serv- 
ice was too uncertain to be depended 
on and many employers and work- 
ers preferred to remain downtown 
overnight, rather than take a chance 
on reaching their offices and places 
of employment by the jitney route in 
the morning. 

As on Monday, many large corpo- 
rations today provided automobile; 
and trucks to carry their employes 
to their work. Jitneys were running 
tc. the downtown district from all 
parts of the city and the number of 
pedestrians bound for shops and of- 
fices was greatly increased. 

The city today ran several park 
busses between Grand avenue and 
Lindell boulevard and Twelfth and 
Locust streets, charging a  65-cent 
fare. 

Suburban Train Service. 

Suburban trains arriving at Union 
Station this morning on the Missouri

, McCulloch’s Stand, 

“McCulloch also spoke of the union 
which the company has maintained 
for its employes, a mutual benefit 
and building and loan organization. 
The company, he said, would not be 
willing to “abandon this constructive 
form of co-operative unionism in or- 
dér to submit to thearbitrary rule of 
professional agitators.” 

McCulloch was quoted yesterday by 
Father Timdthy Dempsey as saying 
that he would be willing to have 
sOme of the company’s employes 
members of the union if nonmembers 
also could be employed. McCulloch, 
on learning of Father Dempsey’s 
statement, said the clergyman had 
misunderstood him, and declined to 
say anything indicating that the 
union would be tolerated on any 
basis. _ 

McCulloch was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter whether he had 
learned of Attorney Anderson’s state- 
ment that the men were willing to 
go. back to work on an hour’s notice 
and arbitrate all their demands ex- 
cept unionism and reinstatement. 
“T havén’t seen Mr. Anderson's state- 
ment,”” he replied hurriedly, and 
when it was suggested that he read 
two paragraphs of it he said: “I’ve 
no. time to read anything. I can’t 
discuss it now. There'll be a state- 
ment later.’’ 

Mortimer’s Statement. 


Mortimer, after his arrival, gave 
out a typewritten statement saying 
that he and the North American Co. 
had nothing to do with the details of 
street railway operation, but that his 
personal view was that street car 
men should be well paid. His state- 
ment in full was: : 

“My trip to St. Louis was in no 
way occasioned by the stopping of 
operations of the street railway lines 
of the United Railways Co. Neither 
the company which I represent nor 
1, individually, have anything to do 
with the operations of the United 
Railways Co. y views on wages of 
public utility employes are well 
known. The wages paid by public 
utilities are enfirely a question for 
the patrons and customers of the 
utflities to determine, because, in the 
long run, the public pays the wages 
and the investors get only a reason- 
able return on the fair value of their 
investment. Recognizing this fact, I 
have been an advocate of high wages 
and liberal working conditions for 
street railway employes.” 

A spokesman of the company an- 
nounced last evening that McCulloch 
had no power to make substantial 
concessions to the strikers without 
authority from Mortimer and Beggs, 
representing the North American Co. 
This was in line with McCulloch's 
siatement, in his letter, that “in the 
aMisence of important members of 
t board of directors” he had not 
the power to accede to the men’s de- 

nds. 

cCulloch said he did not know, 
until shortly before 5 o'clock last 
eWening, that he would not attend 
1 conference called to meet in the 
Mayor’s office.

Packed Jitneys on Every 
Hand but Thousands Walk 


“Water Wagon” and Funeral Vault Van in

For the first time.in 18 years many 
thousands of St. Louisans went to 
their homes last night without hang- 
ing on street car straps. Although 


jitneys of every conceivable type 
were in operation on a “cash and 
carry” basis, the moving throngs on 


West End and the proportion of 
walkers on Broadway was smaller 
than on Washington avenue and on 
Olive street, where the sidewalks 
were thronged with pedestrians. 
westward bound. 

Some of the walkers living in the 
northwest and southwest part of the 


the sidewalks indicated that at least. 


50 per cent of the city’s workers pre- 
ferred the healthful exercise of walk- 
ing. This was especially true as to 
women.employes in many downtown 
stores and offices. 

Although most of the automobiles 
and trucks of St. Louis, supplemented 
by others from East St. Louis and 
St. County, were in the passenger- 
carrying trade, they were not equal 
to the “rush hour” demand. Walk- 
ing was the choice of some, but the 
necessity of many more. 

Congestion at Record Height. 

It was the first real test of the jit- 
ney as a substitute for street car 
service. It also afforded a striking 
demonstration of how the city has 
grown, both in extent and popula- 
tion since the street car strike of 
1900, when the passenger traffic 
was handled fairly well with horse- 
drawn. vehicles. 

No such congestion was ever be- 
fore seen here as that which existed 
in the downtown streets and on the 
main automobile thoroughfares of 
the city between 5 and 7 p. m. yes- 
terday. All traffic regulations were 
swept aside. 

With the street cars eliminated 
from the transportation field, all 
rights of way belonged to the auto- 
mobiles. They jammed the streets 
and blocked crossings at will. Any 
vacant space that it was possible to 
worm into was fair ground for a jit- 
ney. 

Any Means to Get Home. 

The congestion at the going-home 
hour was greatest in the department 
store and retail district along Wash- 
ington avenue, from Ninth street to 
Third street. All the crossing spaces 
were filled with waiting jitneys in 
close formation. 

Every type of machine was pressed 
into service, and in at least one in- 
stance observed by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter a motor cyclist collected a 
quarter for carrying a passenger 
home in his side car. 

Superstitious qualms did not pre- 
vent 20 home-goers from climbing 
into a large truck at Broadway and 
Washington avenue, though it car- 
ried on its sides an advertisement for 
the last thing anyone would want— 
“The most modern buria) vault.”’ 
Delivery Truck a “Water Wagon.” 

‘A delivery truck with rough board 
benches for seate, had the words 
“Water Wagon” chalked on its sides. 
It was quickly filled. The driver 
explained the sign by saying it meant 
that ‘“‘he would carry folks home, but 
wouldn’t stop at no saloons for no- 
body.” His passengers straightway 
christened him “Billy Sunday,” a 
nickname which probably will outlast 
the strike. 

It was noticeable that there was a 


city took crosstown jitneys at Grand 
avenue, on which the congestion was 
nearly as great as at Broadway. This 
was most noticeable in the neighbor- 
hood of Grand avenue and Olive 
street. 

The cold weather robbed the nov: 
elty of jitney riding of the charm 
which usually attends new  experi- 
ences. There was not the cheerful 
acceptance of the situation which 
might have been in evidence on a 
pleasant afternoon in spring. It was 
rather a grim business, waiting in 
the open for a chance to crow: into 
an already overcrowded jitney, and 
this was only the prelude to the fur- 
ther discomfort of riding 40 or 590 
blocks in an open or flimsily topped 
machine. 

The average price for jitney trans- 
portation to Vandeventer avenue on 
the west or to Chippewa street on thv 
south was 25 cents, although some 
southbound drivers charged only 15 
cents. 

Several large business corporations 
got into the gante and made extra 
revenue by using vehicles usually idle 
in the winter. Hundreds of St. Lou- 
isans rode home in moving vans or 
in ice wagons. 

All of Hotels Crowded. 

All of the St. Louis hotels were 
crowded last night. At the close of 
the first business day of the strike 
it was apparent that the jitney serv- 
ice was too uncertain to be depended 
on and many employers and work- 
ers preferred to remain downtown

Wait to Hear From McCulloch. 
“When I shall have been advised by 
the board of directors at its meet- 
ing tomorrow (today) I will imine- 
diately communicate with you,” Mce- 
Culloch wrote to Mayor Kiel. 

After reading McCulloch’s letter 
to the representatives of the strik- 
ers, the Mayor _.informed them that 
he would keep in touch wita them 
today and notify them of the com- 
pany’s agreement to confer’ with 
them, if the directors shoul] accept 
his suggestion. 


Mayor Kiel was visibly disappoint- 
ed at President McCulloch’s declina- 
tion of the proposal for a confer- 
ence, but made no comment. 

Within a few minutes after Mc- 
Culloch’s letter reached Mayor Kiel 
the labor delegates arrived. They 
went directly to the Mayor’s private 
office and took seats on each side 
of a long table, at which the dis- 
cussion of the United 
“compromise” bill were conducted 
by officers and directors of the com- 
pany and city officials last summer.

Text of Letter Left at Home of 
McCulloch Saturday, With 
Demands, Given Out. 


Officials of the street car men’s 
union today gave to the Post-Dis- 
patch their version of last Saturday’s 
attempt at negotiations with Presi- 
dent McCulloch, which preceded the 
vote for a strike. This vote was 
taken at 10:30 o'clock Saturday 
night. 

The union men’s statement was in- 
tended as a reply to McCulloch's 
charge that they acted precipitately, 
and “‘took snap judgment’ on the 
company. 

The union officials gave out, for 
the first time, a copy of the letter 
which they left together with their 
demands at McCulloch’s home, when 
they had failed to find him at his 
office. McCulloch has said that he 
received the letter and the accom- 
panying demands between 4 and 56 
p. m. Saturday. : 

The letter was not in the form of 
an ultimatum, but requested that Mc- 
Culloch should “‘give an immediate 
reply, signifying your willingness to 
take up for discussion and consider- 
ation” the men’s demanads, A tele- 
phone mumber, to facilitate his im- 
mediate reply, was given in the let- 
ter. The text of the letter was: 


We, the undersigned committee 
representing your employes, mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes of America, have 
been instructed by the employes 
and members of the above organi- 
zation in mass meeting assembled 
to present to you as president of 
the United Railways Co. the fol- 
lowing requests for improvements 
in our wages and working condi- 
tions. 

It is the earnest desire of all 
your employes and members of our 
association that you give us an im- 
mediate reply, signifying your wil- 
lingness to take up for discussion 
and consideration the attached re- 
quest. 

It is further the desire that a 
mutual and friendly spirit shall 
prevail upon the subjects herein 
contained to the end that the suc- 
cess of both parties will be the re- 
sult.

Increase Fare to Provide Wage Fund. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The street railway men should have 
their wages increased to meet the increased 
cist of living. Everything they and their 
families eat, wear or use has increased in 
cost, and it is only fair that their com- 


pensation should be correspondingly in- 
creased. The difficulty is that the railways 
company cannot increase its selling price 
for what it furnishes, owing to the fact 
that it is a public utility, and the price of 
its fares is fixed by law. This condition 
is not an answer to the demands of the 
men. They are not responsible for the 
condition, and the solution of the problem 
is not theirs. It rests on the company and 
the people who use the cars. The com- 
pany and the people are partners in the 
enterprise. If the company was giving 
full value to the ‘people for a 5-cent fare 
before the increased price in labor and 
material, then it is not fair that it should 
sell its product at the same price at which 
it sold it before the increased cost of pro- 
duction. The burden, therefore, should 
fall on the people who enjoy the utility. 
The fare should be increased temporarily 
to a 6-cent rate. 

If the Governor, the Mayor, the Utilities 
Commission and the Board of Aldermen 


would get together in a real desire to solve’ 


the problem, a permit could be issued to 
to company to charge a 6-cent fare for a 
“period co-extensive with the duration of 
the extraordinary conditions. This would 
‘be fair all around. The men could get'a 
feasonable increase which would meet their 
dncreased cost of living, the company 
-would make enough -more to pay its in- 
creased cost of production, and the people 
could enjoy their carrier conveniences 
-without sacrificing any of their rights when 
“normal conditions again prevail.

SETTLE THE STRIKE. 

Clinging to the ancient theory that a corporation 
must deal only with its own individual employes 
and cannot deal with them collectively through 
representatives of a labor union, President Mc- 
concerning the car men’s strike, says: 


Because of our obligation to operate a 
great branch of the public service we cannot 
discuss these matters with irresponaib!o out- 
side agitators, nor yield to these outsiders 
control of the service for which the public. 
holds us responsible. 


This sounds like an echo of corporate opinion 
of a quarter of a century ago, when employers 
Were banded together to destroy labor organiza- 
tions. Giving control of the business to union labor 
leaders was the bugaboo of those days. Employ- 
ers harped on it as the utter ruin of business and 
destructive but futile battles were fought over the 
issue. 

Labor unionism has won the battle for organi- 
gation and collective bargaining.’ The right of 
men to organize and to bargain collectively is 
fundamental. It has been recognized by the 
courts, by the Government and by the public as 
just. The greatest of public utilities—the rail- 
roads—recognize the rights of their men to or- 
ganize. They treat with. the representatives of 
the unions. The President, in averting the rail- 
road strike, dealt with the heads of the trainmen’s 
unions. The Government is now dealing with 
them. 

The United Raifways has not avoided trouble 
by refusing oh its employes to organize and 
refusing to treat with organization leaders. It has 
invited trouble. 

The right of the employes of the United Rail- 


ways to organize and to deal with the company 
through their organizations does not in the slight- 
est degree justify hasty strikes which dislocate 
the street car service of the city and bring heavy 
inconveniences and losses upon the public. 
does not justify assaulting men who refuse to 
strike or attacking street car passengers or dam- 
aging street railway property. 

These acts of unreason and violence are intol- 
erable. They disgrace the cause of union labor. 

The just claims of the men for the right of 


are discredited by unreasonable conduct and vio- 
lent outrage. 

When: men in pursuit of rightful objects and 
justice abandon law and order and resort to brutal 
violence they invite disaster. The whole power 
of the State is arrayed against them. Lawlessness 
and disorder must be put down at any cost. 

As a means of bringing order out of the street 
railway chaos we suggest: 

1. That the management of the United Rail- 
ways recognize the right of the employes to or- 
ganize and submit their grievances and demands; 
that the men who have struck be permitted as 
members of a union to return to work. 

2. That the striking employes return to work 
under these conditions and take up the question 
of wages and hours of service with the company. 

3. In the event of the failure of the company 
and employes to agree upon terms, that their 
differences be submitted to arbitration.

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CO-ORDINATING WATER FACILITIES. 
To give a wider currency to an unusually con- 
vincing statement on one of the most important 
subjects of congressional action, the Mississippi 


reprint of a letter on inland and coastwise wa- 
terways sent to Director-General of Railroads

buy in 1916 cost $1.29 under war conditions. 

In nine years, accordingly, the average price 
of a wide range of food products advanced 28 
cents, or 39 per cent. The next year, with not 
only our own country, but almost all civilized 
countries, on a war footing, the advance was 29 
per cent. The result must be deemed a great tri- 
umph for the policy of public control of food 
prices. Without such control we may be sure 
that the prices of many essential products would 
have advanced 100 per cent and even more. As it 


proved, eight articles of food showed last De- | 
cember an actual decline as compared with the 


prior month.

Pleads for Supplies. 

From another source one letter, 
which tells of the German prison ra- 
tions—a half pound of bread a day 
and two plates of weak soup a day 
—has ‘reached this country. The 
writer pleads that supplies be sent, 
and says that the Germans forward 
them as rapidly and safely as pos- 
sible, as the men grow too weak for 
york on prison fare alone. 


For more than three years the as- | 


sociation has been doing what it can 
to make life more endurable for the 
prisoners of war in the _ various 
camps scattered throughout Europe 
and Asia. ‘The number of prison- 
ers is now estimated at 6,000,000. 
Since America has entered the war, 
the work has included a hundred or 
more. Americans. Most of them 
were captured by submarines. Some 
of them were taken to Germany be- 
fore the war and have been held 
there ever since. 

The American Young Men’s Christ- 
ian Association has shipped $15,000 
worth of supplies in food and cloth- 
ing to relieve the _ necessities of 
American and Allied prisoners of 
war. Similar shipments will follow 
month by month. 

The drab picture of life in the pris- 
on camp as drawn by the prisoners 
in their letters to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association is splotched 
with color as they tell of their fight 
against discouragement and of their 
anxious thought for the folks at 
home. 

? Thinks of His Mother. 

Thinking 
Henry R. Hendren, a 16-year-old lad 
of Norfolk, Va., probably the young- 
est American held as a prisoner of 
war, writes to Mr. Wilson as follows 
from Lubeck, Germany: 

“T was certainly glad to hear from 
you. I am in need of your assist- 
ance very much. I have written to 
the British Red Cross several times 
for bread, but have not received a 
reply.

needs. I also stated that we would be 
glad to communicate with their rel- 
atives.

“The parcels which we sent usua)- 
ly consisted of about the following 
items: Two pounds of bread, two 
pounds of meat, a pound of cheese, a 
tin of cocoa or coffee, and a pack- 
age of oatmeal. We sent them these 
parcels from week to week until the 
American Red Cross, with headquar. 
ters at Berne, Switzerland, took over 
the work.

HENRY GRAHAM'S 
SUIT 10 BREAK 


TRUST DISMISSED 


Judge Jones Says Plaintiff 
Failed to Show Drink Had 
Robbed Him of Faculties. 


Circuit Judge Jones <oday handed 
down a decision dismissing the suit 
by which Henry B. Graham, former 
secretary of the Graham Paper Co., 
sought to set aside the trust he creat- 
ed for his property in May, 1916, and 
to create a new trust with Paul U. 
McFarland and Paul V. Janis as 
trustees. McFarland and Janis were 
the plaintiffs in the suit, acting for 
Graham. 

The grounds upon which Graham 


sought to set aside the original trust, 


created as an irrevocable trust, were 
that at the time he made it he was 
drinking heavily and was not fully 
aware of what he was doing. The. 
trust turned over to John E. Bishop | 


and the American Trust Co. as trus- | 


tees, property valued at more than 
$500,000. Graham was to receive | 


$500 a month from the income and 
the balance of the income was to be | 
applied on Graham’s debts. 


In refusing to set aside the trust 


Judge Jones declared that- for in-| 


toxication to be recognized as 


grounds for the avoidance of a con- 


tract, it must be shown that the party 


so claiming was in such a condition 


that he deprived of the use of 
reason and totally unable to compre- 
hend what he was doing. The Judge 
believed from Graham's own test!- 
mony that although he sometimes 
drank liquor to excess, he was not 
in this condition. 

Judge Jones said he believed the 
unexpectedly large dividends paid on 
Graham's stock in the Graham Paper 
Co., which had enabled the trustees 
to greatly reduce his debts, had in- 
fluenced him to seek to set aside the 
trust. It was brought out at the trial! 
that this stock was paying 220 per 
cent a year.
